Earlj  Fruit  and  Ve^eisbles. 

There  is  perhaps  nothing  that  so  im¬ 
presses  an  American  with  the  extent  of 
his  couutry  anil  the  variety  of  climates 
existing  in  it  as  the  fact  tlmt  the  markets 
in  our  great  cities  are  constantly  supplied 
with  fruits  and  vegetables  during  the  en¬ 
tire  year,  in  apparent  ignorance  and  de- 
dunce  of  the  seasons.  The  New  Yorker 
who  buttous  his  overcoat  up  to  his  chin 
and  wonders  whether  warm  weather  is 
never  coming,  eats  with  his  joint  of 
spring  lamb  at  lunch  a  saucer  of  fresh 
green  peas  that  were  sent  here  from  Vir¬ 
ginia  only  yesterday,  and  finishes  his  re¬ 
past  with  strawberries  whose  tuste  and 
color  prove  them  to  have  been  but  recent¬ 
ly  plucked. 

The  semi-tropic  gardens  of  the  South 
and  West,  whose  vegetation  knows  no 
winter  sleep,  send  us  their  products  fresh 
and  green  while  all  our  Northern  fields 
are  blanketed  in  snow  and  locked  by  ice. 
Thus  the  rich  citizen  of  this  or  any  other 
Northern  centre  of  commerce  knows  no 
lack  of  toothsome  fruits  or  esculent  veg¬ 
etables.  And  tho  masses  are  only  slight¬ 
ly  less  favored.  Long  before  the  fields 
iu  our  suburbs  have  been  awakened  by 
the  warmth  and  rain  of  springtime  the 
marketman  and  the  restauranteur  present 
their  patrons  with  tho  Southern  growths

but  little  more  than  what  wi 
for  the  Biime  commodities  when  our 
own  and  neighboring  States  contribute 
them. 

The  market  stuff  that  reaches  New  York 
in  any  great  quantity  is  imported  from 
the  Bermudas,  which  are  from  three  to 
six  duys  distant.  Tilmafoea,  potatoes, 
beeta  and  onions  ure  brought  from  there, 
and  are  those  now  offered  for  .sule  in  the, 
city.  Tlifse  vegetables  first  arrived  dur¬ 
ing  the  later  part  of  lari  month,  but  ure 
frequently  a  fortnight  cailic-r. 

The  green  peas  and  strawberries  which 
have  just  made  their  appearance  in  the 
markets  uro  from  Charleston,  8.  C. 
These  crops  are  also  buck Wurd  with  the 
spring,  and  are  much  reduced  in  quanti¬ 
ty  and  impaired  iu  flavor  by  the  late 
frosts — notably  that  of  Saturday  last, 
which  was  of  unusual  severity,  and  was 
felt  from  New  Orleans  to  Canada.  Those 
peas  and  strawberries  which  were  offer¬ 
ed  here  on  last  week  were,  on  this  ;;e- 
couiiC much  more  finely  flavored  tliau 
those  of  subsequent  importation. 

The  great  centre  of  greenstllffs,  and 
one  that  promises  to  become  a  worthy  ri¬ 
val  to  New  Jersey  and  Long  Island,  is 
Norfolk.  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  are 
removed  but  tweuty-four  hours  from  us. 
while  Delaware  and  “South  Jersey”  are 
but  little  less,  nnd  Charleston  is  sixty 
hours  away.  The  new  cabbagi 
spinach,  lettuce,  and  radishes  which 
now  in  the  market  wore  plucked  yester¬ 
day  and  are  equal  to  the  bast  of  similar 
growths  from  Delaware,  New  Jersey  and 
Long  Island.  When  the  peas  and  straw¬ 
berries  which  are  now  being  harvested  in 
South  Curohna  begin  to  fail,  at  about 
the  1st  of  May,  Norfolk  will  begin  ex 
portiug  them,  m  additon  to  string  nnd 
Lima  beaus,  tomatoes,  cucumbers, 
squashes,  aud  potatoes,  which  will  con-  j 
tiuue  to  come  here  in  great  quantities 
uutil  the  height  of  the  season. 

Two  weeks  after  the  Norfolk  strawber¬ 
ry  crop  begins  to  decline,  at  the  end  of 
May,  this  fruit  ripens  in  and  is  shipped 
from  Maryland.  At  about  this  same  pe¬ 
riod  the  New  Jersey  small  fruits  and  as- 
pargus  begin  to  arrive  uutil  the  height 
of  the  fruit  season  iu  June.  Strawberries 
remain  in  the  market  until  late  in  July, 
coming  at  the  last  from  the  northern 
part  of  New  Jersey  aud  the  centre  of  New 
York. 

The  greatest  profusion  of  fruit  is  to  be 
found  in  market  from  the  1st  to  the  15th 
of  June.  It  is  then  that  Southern  New 
Jersey,  Maryland  and  Long  Island  far- 
mers^are  reaping  I  heir  products.  Pota¬ 
toes,  early  com,  turnips,  parsnips,  car¬ 
rots,  squashes,  blackberries,  raspberries, 
whortleberries  and  citron  melons  are  the 
principal  commodities  at  this  time.  South 
Carolina  sweet  potatoes  are  also  for  sale, 
but  these  do  not  equal  the  sweet  potatoes 
from  Virginia,  Delaware,  and  South  Jer¬ 
sey,  which  began  to  appear  here  early  in 
July. 

Peaches  and  grapes  arrive  a  month 
later.  Peaches  come  mainly  from  Dela¬ 
ware  and  Maryland,  and  last,  in  abun¬ 
dance,  for  about  six  weeks.  Grapes  are 
in  the  market  all  through  the  year,  but 
they  ripen  and  are  cheapest  here  in  Au¬ 
gust 

Late  in  the  fall  New  York  State  fur¬ 
nishes  us  with  apples,  potatoes,  and  on¬ 
ions,  and  after  these  whatever  the  mar 
ket  afford*  that  is  fresh  is  from  the  far 
South  or  West,  and  can  be  enjoyed  only 
by  the  very  wealthy.

In  my  case  it  was  fonDd 
necessary  to  change  tbe  rule  and  confide 
the  choice  to  those  who  stood  second  and 
third  respectively,  as  L  R  mere  child  of 
four  years,  could  spell,  bat  not  choose, 
often  preferring  my  playmates,  who 
could  not  spell  at  all.  These  spelling 
matches  often  took  place  in  th*  evening, 
when  I  could  not  keep  my  eye*  open, 
and  should  have  been  in  bed.  It  was 
'  often  necessary  to  rap  me  sharply  when 
j  “the  word”  came  round  to  me,  bat  I 
never  failed  to  respond  ;  and  it  cam*  to 
be  said  that  I  spelled  as  well  asleep  m 
awake.  I  apprehend  that  this  was 
more  likely  to  be  true  of  tome  others  of 
the  class,  who  if  ever  so  sound  asleep 
could  searoely  have  spalled  wane  than 
they  did.
